DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the numerals are poor and there are copy 
machine marks on all figures. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1 , 
line 12, "5,178,183" should be -5,178,185-. On page 7, line 5, the spelling of "valve" 
should be corrected. On page 9, line 21 , "4" should be "3". 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Stehling '596 in view of Stehling et al '185. Claims 1 and 9 are met by Stehling '596 
except for a "drain valve". It would have been obvious in view of bleed valve 1 50 of 
Stehling '185 to provide a bleed valve on the side of the main valve of Stehling '596 
which is opposite from the bleed system 70 of Stehling '596 in order to bleed air from 
that side of the valve. Such a valve would inherently serve as a drain valve to also drain 
water. Regarding claim 6, it would have been obvious in view of lubricant nipple 116 
and bore 1 14 of Stehling '185 to provide lubricant means in the device of Stehling '596 
for lubricating purposes.
